2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
a transmitter using a power control information from each receiver and adjusting a transmission power level of the particular channel 
so that if any receiver requires an increase in the transmission power level to meet that receiver quality requirement, the transmission 
power level is increase and if all receivers exceed their quality requirement, the transmission power level is decreased. Although it is 
well known to transmit data over a particular channel from a transmitter to a plurality of receiver. The particular channel is received 
at the plurality of receivers. Each of the receivers sends power control information to the transmitter based on a measured reception 
quality and a reception quality requirements of each receiver. The prior art of record does fail to use the power control information 
from each receiver and adjusts a transmission power level of the particular channel so that if any receiver requires an increase in the 
transmission power level to meet that receiver quality requirement, the transmission power level is increase and if all receivers 
exceed their quality requirement, the transmission power level is decreased. Furthermore, prior art such as Derryberry (US 
6,498,785) does disclose a transmitter using power control information from each receiver and adjusts a transmission power level of 
the particular channel so that if any receiver requires an increase in the transmission power level to meet that receiver quality 
requirement, the transmission power level is increase and if all receivers exceed their quality requirement, the transmission power . 
level is decreased (see col. 4, lines 30- col. 5, line 21). However, Derryberry is a "p" reference and does not qualify as prior art 
under PCT rules.
